I UNDERSTAND THAT OUR MAAG ARMY SECTION CHIEF, BRIGADIER

ED HAS DONE A FINE JOB HERE, HAS PLAYED STRAIGHT WITH US, AND 
I WOULD LIKE TO PUT IN A WORD ON HIS BEHALF. 

AS YOU WILL KNOW, ED IS A MAN OF HIGH PRINCIPLES AND COM- 
PLETE DEDICATION TO HIS JOB. HE IS ALSO ABLE TO TAKE A BROAD 
VIEW OF HIS RESPONSIBILITIES AND IS AN EFFECTIVE SOLDIER/ 
DIPLOMAT. HE IS A THOROUGHLY QUALIFIED PROFESSIONAL SOLDIER
